While neither as glamorous (nor as 
expensive) as Grueby, Marblehead or 
early Van Briggle art pottery, North 
Carolina pottery has begun to attract 
attention beyond the state line. The 
pottery tradition in North Carolina 
did not wait for the Arts & Crafts 
movement, for the early settlers 
depended on potters for their bowls, 
platters and storage jars. What North 
Carolina pottery lacked in sophistica- 
tion, it more than made up for in 
charm, personality and flavor. 
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embedding them in living room 
hearths. American parents entrusted 
the moral and intellectual tutelage of 
their young to schools whose iconog- 
raphy consisted of art tiles. American 
cathedrals imaged the divine by 
paving their chancels with art tiles, 
and designers of subways and plazas 
used art tiles to define public spaces 
and to humanize urban bustle. 
Drawing on ten collections from 
across the country, this show exhibits 
work by all the major Arts & Crafts 
tile makers. Many of these compa- 
nies are well-known for their vases, 
such as Grueby, Rookwood, Pewabic 
and Van Briggle. But many of 
America's finest art tiles were made 
by firms that only made tiles, for tiles 
require techniques that are unsuit- 
able or rarely used for making vases. 


These companies and techniques are 
the focus of this exhibit at the Grove 
Park Inn. The exhibit will also 
include some present-day Arts & 
Crafts revival tiles, as well as student 
and studio tiles which bridge, in both 
time and style, the original and the 
current phases of the Arts & Crafts 
movement.

NORTH CAROLINA POTTERY 


And since the clays were hand-dug, 
hand-mixed and hand-turned, each 
vase or bowl is a unique individual - 
something which cannot always be 
said of post-1920 Rookwood and Van 
Briggle pottery. The potters were, as 
they have been described, "turners 
and burners." 

Many of the North Carolina folk 
and utilitarian potters of the late-19th 
and early 20th-centuries responded 
to the Arts & Crafts movement by 
adding subtle decorations and 
different glaze combinations to their 
wares. The result fit William Morris’ 
dictum: "Have nothing in your house 
that you do not know to be useful or 
believe to be beautiful.” 

This exhibit of North Carolina 
pottery is intended to introduce Arts 
& Crafts enthusiasts to the wide 
range and variety of forms and 
glazes produced in the state. No 


attempt has been made to display 
only masterworks, for the organizers 
felt it more appropriate to exhibit a 
sampling of typical North Carolina 
pottery still available in shops, shows 
and at auction. 

While names such as North 
State, Pisgah Forest, Brown, 
Bachelder, Sunset Mountain and Cole 
may not be familiar to distant 
collectors, neither were Teco, Marble- 
head, Ohr, Clewell or Pewabic 
twenty years ago. And as the number 
of new collectors entering this field 
continues to rise, potteries which 
once were delegated to footnotes will 
be destined to be researched, docu- 
mented, published and collected. We 
hope this modest exhibit will help to 
inspire additional interest in the 
potters and pottery of North Caro- 
lina.

Long before Asheville was recognized as an Arts & Crafts 
city, people had been traveling here to view a number of 
outstanding examples of Art Deco public architecture - 
nearly all of which had been designed by Douglas 
Ellington (1886-1960). 

Trained in Paris, artist and architect Ellington arrived 
in Asheville in 1925, just as the city embarked on a 
visionary plan for expansion. In the next four years he 
designed the City Building, the First Baptist Church, the 
S & W Building and Asheville City High School - all in 
the colorful and highly-geometric Art Deco style. Al- 
though the Great Depression brought an abrupt end to 
Art Deco architecture in Asheville, all of Ellington's major 
commissions have survived. 

In conjunction with the Arts & Crafts Conference, 
the Asheville Art Museum has planned two special 
events exclusively for our group. On Saturday evening a 
champagne reception and lecture will signal the opening 
of the Douglas Ellington exhibition "Pure and Simple." 
The twenty-five dollar registration fee included transpor- 
tation to and from the Grove Park Inn, the champagne 
and dessert reception, a lecture and the exhibit preview. 
Seating is limited and reservations are required. Shuttle 
busses will depart from the Sammons Wing entrance. 

On Sunday afternoon a three-hour bus tour of 
Ellington's works will include tours through four of his 
most important commissions.

Arts & Crafts in Asheville: Past and Present 


Biltmore Industries and F. L. Seely 


While his name is often closely 
linked to the Arts & Crafts move- 
ment, what Edwin Wiley Grove 
knew - or cared - about the Arts & 
Crafts philosophy could fit neatly 
in a Marblehead vase. 

Fred Loring Seely, however, 
who married the multimillionaire's 
only daughter, reorganized Grove's 
lucrative pharmaceutical business, 
and designed, built and managed 
the Grove Park Inn, had been a 
customer of the Roycroft Furniture 
Shop since 1904 and a friend of both 
Elbert Hubbard and his son, Bert. 

When it fell to Fred Seely to 
select the furnishings for the Grove 
Park Inn, he turned to his friends in 
East Aurora, but the small crew of 
Roycroft woodworkers was unable 
to fill Seely's order for nearly two 
thousand pieces of Arts & Crafts 
furniture - all in less than eight 
months. The Roycrofters opted to 
pass on the order for 152 bedroom 
suites, and instead provided 400 
dining room chairs and an assort- 
ment of servers, sideboards, library 
tables, rockers and settles for the 
public areas on the first floor. 

The Roycroft Copper Shop, 
under the direction of coppersmith 
and designer Victor Toothaker, rose 
to Seely's challenge, producing 
more than 200 hammered copper 
ceiling lights, twelve massive 
chandeliers for the Great Hall, 3000 
drawer pulls for the bedroom 
furniture (made by the White 
Furniture Company using Roycroft 
designs), and more than 300 lamps. 

When it opened on July 12, 
1913, the Grove Park Inn, thanks to 
Fred Seely, was an Arts & Crafts 
showcase, from the Heywood- 
Wakefield wicker rockers in the 
Great Hall to the Roycroft and 
White oak furniture and Roycroft 
hand-hammered copper lighting 
fixtures - plus a Roycroft-bound 
Bible in each room. 

In 1914 Fred Seely signed a 


thirteen-year lease renting the 
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Biltmore Industries 
Special Exhibits 
for the Arts & Crafts 
Conference 


Just as the Grove Park Inn was 
saved and restored by Charles 
Sammons, Biltmore Industries has 
blossomed under the leadership of 
Buddy Patton, who has financed 
and directed an extensive restora- 
tion and revitalization program. 
The original woodworking 
shop is now home to the Grove- 
wood Cafe (a popular spot for 
A&C attendees); the main build- 
ing houses the Grovewood Gallery 
(one of the finest arts and crafts 
galleries in a city known for its 
upscale galleries); and three other 
buildings have been renovated for 
artists, craftsfirms, an antique au- 
tomobile museum, and the North 
Carolina Homespun Museum. 

The Grovewood Gallery has 
arranged a special weekend ex- 
hibit of historical items relating to 
Biltmore Industries, including 
Fred Seely's Arts & Crafts office. 
A brief stroll along the flagstone 
path leading from the G.P.I North 
Terrace (take the Vanderbilt glass 
elevator down to the "N" level) of- 
fers a peaceful reprieve. 

The Grovewood Gallery will 
be open daily from 10am until 6pm 
and on Sunday from 1-5pm. 

The Homespun Museum, 
which features demonstrations on 
one of the original oak looms and 
examples of Biltmore Industries 
woodworking, will be open daily 
from 10am-5pm, and from 1-5pm 
on Sunday. 

The Estes-W inn Antique Au- 
tomobile Museum will be open 
the same hours as the Homespun 
Museum. Inside you'll find two 
massive Karl Kipp-Roycroft chan- 
deliers from Seely's Castle, but 
that's another story. 


Grove Park Inn from E.W. Grove, 
who had even less interest in the 
hotel business than he did in the 
Arts & Crafts movement. Just three 
years later Seely announced his 
purchase of the Biltmore Estate 
Industries from Edith Vanderbilt. 
She and her famous husband, 
George Vanderbilt, had sponsored a 
manual arts training school in 1901 
for area young men and women in 
hopes that they could preserve and 
foster the weaving of homespun 
cloth and the carving of handmade 
furniture in western North Caro- 
lina. Called the Biltmore Estate 
Industries, their Arts & Crafts 
enterprise was managed by Char- 
lotte Yale and Eleanor Vance. 

Seely convinced Grove of the 
benefit of moving the looms and 
woodworking tools of the Biltmore 
Estate Industries onto Grove land 
just north of the Grove Park Inn. 
After negotiating a 99-year lease 
with his father-in-law, Seely built 
five Arts & Crafts shops and 
showrooms within walking dis- 
tance of the G.P.I. and in 1917 
renamed his new business the 
Homespun Shops of Biltmore 
Industries. From that time until his 
death in 1942, Fred Seely managed 
one of the most successful and 
longest-running Arts & Crafts 
enterprises in the country. For 
decades Biltmore Industries home- 
spun wool cloth was considered the 
finest in the country. The smaller 
woodworking shop did not survive 
the Great Depression, but today 
their handmade, hand-carved fur- 
niture, bookends and bowls are 
eagerly sought by collectors. 

Unlike most original Arts & 
Crafts enterprises, Biltmore Indus- 
tries (and the Grove Park Inn) 
survived long enough to be recog- 
nized, preserved, restored and 
appreciated for its contributions - 
then and now.

hen the Grove Park Inn opened on July 12, 1913, 

guests had little trouble making their way from 
the cavernous Great Hall to the sunny Palm Court on 
the third floor or even to the now-removed indoor 
swimming pool and bowling alley tucked away in 


the lower level. 
With the addition of new wings in 1984 and 


1988, however, and modifications to the historic Main 
Inn, finding your way around the Grove Park Inn has 


become more of a challenge. Many guests have 


stayed for days at the Grove Park Inn without 
discovering the Palm Court or hearing the story of 
the Inn's most haunting guest - the Lady in Pink. 

Maggie Schlubach, Special Events Coordinator 
at the Grove Park Inn, helped plan the first Arts & 
Crafts Conference in 1988 and has guided thousands 
of guests on walking tours through the Grove Park 
Inn. She has been instrumental in preserving and 
displaying both the antiques and the history of the 
Grove Park Inn, and has shared both her enthusiasm 
and her knowledge with Arts & Crafts attendees on 
her walking tours for several years. 

Her brisk thirty-minute walking tour will 
provide insight into the architecture and history of 
the Grove Park Inn, and will give you the opportu- 
nity to return later at your leisure to explore various 
nooks and crannies and to examine the Arts & Crafts 
antiques you find along the way. 

For those who wish to take a self-guided walk- 
ing tour of the Grove Park Inn, an information sheet 
is available without charge at the Concierge Desk in 
the Great Hall.

Metalware Exhibition 
Seeks Loans 


Raised By Hand: 
Metalwork of the American Arts & 
Crafts Movement 


АУ exception, exhibitions оп the American Arts & 
Crafts Movement have included examples and analy- 
ses of period metalwork as one of several media artists 
used to express themselves. However, until now, exhibits 
solely examining Arts & Crafts metalwork were few in 
number. 

To extend the progression of scholarship, approxi- 
mately 200 examples of American Arts & Crafts metalware 
will be presented at an exhibition in Rochester, N.Y., 
planned for 1999. Bruce Austin, the exhibit's organizer and 
curator, seeks the assistance and participation of Arts & 
Crafts metalware collectors and scholars in this exhibition. 

Specifically, loans of exemplary pieces of Arts & Crafts 
metalwork are sought. Additionally, the exhibit's organizer 
is seeking writers to prepare essays appropriate for the 
catalog. 

The exhibition will present examples of American Arts 
& Crafts metalwork produced by a broad diversity of 
craftspeople and manufacturers from across the United 
States. Conceptually, the exhibit will feature objects at once 
functional and decorative, created with the intention for 
use and display in private residences.

WORN WORTH DEING 


А Glimpse at Some of the Women 
of the Arts & Crafts Movement 


hen the words "Arts & Crafts 

Movement" are mentioned, 
many of the names which first 
come to mind are Gustav Stickley, 
Frank Lloyd Wright, William 
Grueby, Dirk van Erp and the 
brothers Charles and Henry 
Greene. We must also realize, 
however, that women played an 
important role in the Arts and 
Crafts movement, though their 
names and work may not be as 
familiar as their male counter- 
parts. 

In England, for instance, May 
Morris was a talented designer in 
her father's famous firm. In nearby 
Scotland, Margaret MacDonald 
Mackintosh contributed signifi- 
cantly to Charles Rennie 
Mackintosh's creative output. In 
Ireland, Lily and Lollie Yeats 
helped establish the Dun Emer 
Industries and then founded the 
Cuala Press. 

In the United States, the first 
women's names that may come to 
mind are those associated with 
pottery, such as Mary Louise 
McLaughlin, Maria Longworth 
Nichols Storer, Adelaide Aslop 
Robineau, the decorators at 
Newcomb Pottery, and the Satur- 
day Evening Girls. But American 
women were active in nearly 
every aspect of the Arts & Crafts 
movement, and more will un- 
doubtedly be discovered in 
subsequent research.

Mary Louise McLaughlin (1874- 
1939) Ceramicist. Woodcarver. 
Metalworker. Leatherworker. In 
The Art That Is Life Ellen and Paul 
Denker call Mary Louise 
McLaughlin "the consummate 
amateur of American Arts and 
Crafts." McLaughlin is best known 
for her work in ceramics, espe- 
cially with the development of 
glazes. She was a student at the 
School of Design at the University 
of Cincinnati from 1873-1877. She 
exhibited at the Centennial 
Exhibition of 1876 in Philadelphia 
where she displayed her china 
painting and a walnut and ebony 
desk that she had designed and 
carved. In December 1902 she 
wrote an article in the Craftsman 
magazine describing her Losanti 
Ware. 


Mary Chase Perry Stratton (1867- 
1961) Ceramicist. Mary Chase 
Perry Stratton began her foray into 
pottery in much the same way as 
did many others in the nineteenth 
century - as a china painter. From 
1887 until 1889 she studied clay 
modeling and sculpture at the 
Cincinnati Academy of Art. Her 
neighbor Horace J. Caulkins hired 
her to demonstrate and sell his 
Revelation Kiln, which was 
initially used for preparing dental 
materials, but because it could 
reach a higher temperature than 
other small kilns Perry adapted it 


for firing decorated china. In 1903 
Perry and Caulkins established 
the Revelation Pottery, soon 
renamed Pewabic, which meant 
"clay and copper color" in the 
Chippewa language. The name 
Pewabic was chosen for the 
copper area in Upper Michigan 
where Perry was born and raised. 
The pottery became well known 
for its beautiful iridescent glazes, 
and it remained under her direc- 
tion until her death in 1961. 


Marion Mahony Griffin (1871- 
1962) Architect. Marion Mahony 
was a native of Chicago. In 1894 
she received a Bachelor of Science 
degree in architecture from the 
Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology. Upon her return to Illinois 
she became the first woman 
licensed to practice architecture in 
that state. In 1895 she went to 
work for Frank Lloyd Wright, 
where she held the title "artist- 
architect." She worked for Wright 
through 1906 and then at intervals 
again until her marriage in 1911 to 
architect Walter Burley Griffin. 
Marion Mahony is best known 
for her remarkable renderings in 
the presentation drawings for both 
Frank Lloyd Wright and, later in 
her career, for her husband. She is 
also known to have designed 
aspects of Wright's interiors, such 
as mosaic hearths, murals of 
landscapes, including one for the 


Avery Coonley house, stained 
glass, rugs and furniture. Her 
adaptations of Wright's furniture 
designs were considered more 
comfortable and functional than 


in the Ladies’ Home Journal in April 
1907 (her MM monogram can be 
seen in the lower left) and the 
rendering for the Ward W. Willits 
house. Mahony's work can often 
be identified by the carefully 
detailed plants and trees and the 
low perspective of the structure. 
This style was reminiscent of the 
Japanese prints so favored by 
Wright. Marion Mahony's work 
reflected her close bond with 
nature and her belief that all 
humans should live in harmony 
with nature and with each other. 


In 1909, when Frank Lloyd 
Wright left for an extended trip 
through Europe, Hermann von 
Holst took over the supervision of 
Wright's studio with the agree- 
ment that Mahoney would stay on 
as a designer. Again she has 
received little credit for her 
substantial contribution in the 
completion of the projects Wright 
left behind for her to complete. 
Especially important were her 
drawings for the Wasmuth edition 
of Wright's work which was 
published in 1910. She also made 
the presentation drawing for the 
Unity Temple in Oak Park, the 
drawing of the Wright "Fireproof 
House for $5000" which appeared 


Clara Pauline Barck Welles (1868- 
1965) Silversmith. Founder of the 
Kalo Shop. Clara P. Barck, the 
daughter of Swiss and Finnish 
immigrants, was born and raised 
in Oregon. At age 32 she attended 
design classes at the Art Institute 
in Chicago. After graduation she 
established an Arts & Crafts shop 


and named it Kalo, which in 
Greek means 'beautiful.' Several 
young women worked at Kalo 
making burnt-leather goods and 
simple jewelry. 

In 1905 Clara married George 
Welles, an amateur metalworker. 
With his encouragement Clara's 
Arts & Crafts' interests expanded 
to include metalworking. In 
addition to the Kalo shop they 
opened the Kalo Art-Craft Com- 
munity at their home in Park 
Ridge, a Chicago suburb. The 
Community served as a workshop 
for the newly-expanded shop and 
as a training school for both men 
and women, for Clara had a deep 
commitment to advocating 
women's participation in the arts. 
In true Arts and Crafts fashion 
Clara Barck Welles not only 
encouraged her workers to pursue 
their own ideas, but also taught 
jewelry-making while continuing

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to design pieces produced by the Kalo 
metalsmiths - both men and women. 
Kalo copper and silver items were 
handmade and rendered in simple, 
unornamented designs. The Kalo 
motto "Beautiful, Useful, and Endur- 
ing" articulated the Arts and Crafts 
sensibility. 


Jessie M. Preston. Metalworker. Jessie 
Preston also was a student at the Art 
Institute of Chicago. From 1900 to 1918 
she maintained a studio in the Fine 
Arts Building where she made and 
sold jewelry and various candle 
holders. She belonged to the Arts and 
Crafts Society of Chicago, and was a 
founder of the Cordon Club, an 
organization for professional women. 
In Chicago Metalsmiths, historian 
Sharon Darling cites Preston's admoni- 
tion to beginning students of jewelry- 
making from The Sketch Book of 1905 
that they should stick to "strict con- 
ventionality of ornament... with close 
adherence to the square and circle for 
the basis of outline, with the design 
radiating from the center." Darling 
also notes Preston's interest in natural 


elements for her candle holders, which 
have been favorably compared with 
those of another master Chicago 
metalsmith - Robert Jarvie. 


Lucia Kleinhans Mathews (1870-1955) 
Artist. Designer. Decorator. Born and 
raised in San Francisco, Lucia 
Kleinhans met Arthur Mathews while 
she was a student at the Mark 
Hopkins Institute of Art. Following 
the 1906 San Francisco earthquake, 
they opened the Furniture Shop, 
which remained in business until 1920. 
During that time she worked on 
designs, selected colors, and carved 
much of the furniture they produced. 
She also worked on their magazine, 
Philopolis, writing articles and design- 
ing page borders from 1906 through 
September 1916. In 1907 she helped to 
revive The Sketch Club, an organiza- 
tion for California women artists. 
After the Furniture Shop closed in 
1920 she continued to make decorative 
objects and to paint in oils and water- 
colors. Reflecting the Arts & Crafts 
interest in nature, throughout her life 
she took great delight in gardening. 


Louise Brigham (1875-1956) Furniture 
designer and maker. In 1909 Louise 
Brigham published a book entitled Box 
Furniture: How to Make a Hundred 
Useful Things for the Home. The book's 
dedication read: "To all who care for 
simplicity and thrift, utility and 
beauty." Brigham studied at Pratt 
Institute, and worked with the resi- 
dents of the settlement house run by 
the school. Her first piece of box 
furniture was a highchair that she 
made from a packing crate while she 
was the head of a settlement house in 
Cleveland. 

In addition to her book, which 
continued to be published for ten 
years, her work was also featured in 
articles in the Craftsman magazine and 
Ladies' Home Journal. She identified the 
most important influence on her as 
being that of Josef Hoffmann. She 
lectured frequently on her ideas and 
exhibited her work nationwide. In 
1915 she was awarded a medal for her 
designs at the Panama Pacific Exposi- 
tion in San Francisco.

Alice Moore Hubbard (1861-1915) 
Feminist. Teacher. Author. Lecturer. 
Business partner in The Roycroft, East 
Aurora, NY. Alice Moore Hubbard 
was born and raised оп a farm in 
Wales, NY, attended the State Normal 
School near Buffalo, and became a 
teacher. While boarding at the Hub- 
bard home, her friendship with Elbert 
Hubbard, which began at the East 
Aurora chapter of Chautauqua 
Literary and Scientific Circle, turned 
into the romance that ended his first 
marriage to Bertha Hubbard. After 
Alice married Elbert Hubbard in 1904 
she became an important figure in 
running the Roycroft Arts & Crafts 
business. She began as manager of the 
Print Shop. She worked on the Roy- 
croft catalogues, wrote ads that 
appeared in The Fra and wrote articles 
on women's issues. By 1911 she was 


the general manager of all the Roy- 
croft Shops. She went with her famous 
husband on his lecture tours, but soon 
she had a busy lecture schedule of her 
own. Ап ad in The Fra for her 1909 
book Life Lessons proclaimed in part: 
"But women will never be free until 
they are economically free. The only 
economic slaves today are females of 
the genus homo who look to the bounty 
of the male for food and clothes, 
especially clothes." 

Alice Moore Hubbard perished 
with her husband in the North Sea 
after the sinking of the Lusitania on 
Мау 7, 1915. 


Irene Sargent (1852-1932) Professor. 
Author. Editor. Irene Sargent was a 
Professor of both Romance Languages 
and of Art History at Syracuse Univer- 
sity. Her role in the Arts and Crafts 
came in conjunction with Gustav 
Stickley and the establishment of the

Craftsman in October 1901. During the 
Craftsman's tenure in Syracuse she 
guided the magazine as its managing 
editor as well as a contributing author. 
She is credited with writing all the 
articles in the first three issues. It is 
even speculated that she wrote the 
Gustav Stickley column "Chips from 
the Craftsman Workshop." 


This has only been intended as a 
brief glimpse into the lives of a few of 
the women who made important 
contributions to the American Arts & 
Crafts movement. Their role remains 
to be researched and publicized before 
we can truly come to understand the 
origin and development of the Arts & 
Crafts style and philosophy.
